Before  entering  into  a detail  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Pathological  Society  during  the  past  session,  the  Council 
think  it  right  to  state  some  circumstances  relating  to  the 
foundation  and  objects  of  the  Society. 

It  had  appeared  to  several  individuals  connected  with 
the  medical  schools  and  hospitals  of  this  city,  that  if  a 
number  of  persons  who  had  good  opportunities  for  studying 
pathological  medicine,  were  to  unite  for  the  purposes  of 
observation  and  mutual  instruction  in  this  department, 
great  advantages  would  result ; many  important  facts, 
which  might  otherwise  be  lost,  would  be  recorded  and 
made  available  to  science ; a spirit  of  accurate  observation 
would  be  encouraged,  and  the  commencement  made  of  a 
catalogue  of  the  organic  diseases  in  this  locality. 

The  number  and  extent  of  the  hospitals  in  this  city, 
the  zeal  for  pathological  science  which  has  so  long  distin- 
guished the  School  of  Dublin,  and  the  good  feeling  which 
exists  among  the  medical  officers  of  our  numerous  institu- 
tions, all  seemed  to  favour  such  an  attempt.  It  was  ac-

cordingly  determined,  that  a meeting  of  the  friends  of  the 
measure  should  be  held,  at  which,  the  constitution,  objects, 
and  prospects  of  such  a Society  might  be  discussed. 

Such  a meeting  was  held  in  the  month  of  October,  1838, 
and,  subsequently,  two  additional  meetings  took  place ; a 
Council  was  formed,  with  the  view  of  commencing  the  work- 
ing of  the  Society,  early  in  the  winter  session  of  1838,  and 
the  following  regulations  adopted  and  printed  for  circulation : 

I. 

NAME  AND  OBJECT  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 

This  Society  shall  be  denominated  the  Pathological  Society 
of  Dublin,  and  shall  have  for  its  object  the  cultivation  of  Patho- 
logical Anatomy,  particularly  with  reference  to  the  diagnosis  and 
treatment  of  disease. 

II. 

The  Society  shall  meet  on  every  Saturday,  at  four  o’clock,  at 
which  meetings,  recent  and  prepared  specimens  of  morbid  ana- 
tomy, casts,  and  drawings  may  be  presented,  accompanied  with  a 
short  description.  Any  additional  information  which  the  Secre- 
taries may  require,  to  be  given  to  them  in  writing. 

III. 

> . 

The  Society  shall  have  no  claim  upon  any  specimen  presented, 
but  a registry  shall  be  kept  of  its  nature,  and  of  the  name  of  the 
person  who  presented  it. 

IV. 

A Report  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Society  shall  be  prepared 
by  the  Secretaries,  and  published  every  two  months. 

V. 

Each  member  of  the  Society  shall  be  permitted  to  admit 
three  visiters  by  tickets,  so  as  to  give  Students  the  advantage  of 
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being  present  at  the  meetings  of  the  Society  ; the  tickets  to  be 
signed  by  the  Secretaries,  and  delivered  at  the  door. 


VI. 

Any  Member  having  a Specimen  to  present,  shall  give  notice 
to  the  Secretaries  some  time  before  the  hour  of  meeting.  Any 
person  (not  a Member)  having  a Specimen  to  produce,  shall  be 
allowed  to  do  so,  through  the  medium  of  the  Secretaries. 

VII. 

PLACES  OF  MEETING. 

The  places  of  meeting  shall  be  the  Anatomical  Theatre  of 
Trinity  College,  the  School  of  Medicine,  Park-street,  and  the 
Richmond  Hospital  School  of  Medicine. 

VIII. 

MEETINGS  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 

The  meetings  of  the  Society  shall  commence  on  Saturday, 
lOth  November,  1838,  and  terminate  before  the  last  Saturday  of 
June,  1839. 


IX. 

The  meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  in  each  of  the 
above-mentioned  places  for  a period  of  two  months. 

X. 

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 

The  Society  shall  consist  of  Presidents,  Vice-Presidents,  two 
Secretaries,  a Treasurer,  Council,  and  Ordinary  Members ; Pre- 
sidents and  Vice-Presidents  being  Members  of  the  Council.

The  Officers  and  Council  now  chosen  shall  continue  in  office 
for  two  5'cars,  commencing  in  November,  1838,  at  the  end  of 
which  time  a new  election  by  the  Members  of  the  Society  gene- 
rally is  to  be  held. 

The  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  Society  shall  be  vested 
in  the  Council,  who  shall  meet  once  in  every  month,  to  transact 
business. 

Five  members  of  Council  being  present  shall  form  a quorum. 


ELECTION  OF  MEMBERS. 

Any  person  wishing  to  become  a Member,  shall  be  proposed 
by  two  Ordinary  Members,  and  one  Member  of  Council ; his 
election  shall  be  vested  in  the  Council. 

Candidates  to  be  proposed  at  one  meeting  of  Council,  and 
balloted  for  at  the  next ; one  black  bean  in  four  to  reject. 

No  person  shall  be  admissible  as  a Member  who  does  not 
possess  a degree,  or  license  to  practise,  from  some  University,  or 
College  of  Physicians  or  Surgeons.

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SUBSCRIPTIONS, 

Each  Member  of  the  Society  shall  pay  one  Pound  per  annum, 
in  advance,  to  the  Treasurer,  who  shall  furnish  an  annual  Report 
of  the  expenditure  of  the  Society. 

On  these  regulations  of  the  Society,  then  in  its  infant 
state,  the  Council  beg  to  offer  some  observations. 

The  great  object  to  be  attained  was  the  cultivation  of 
pathological  anatomy,  not  merely  as  a descriptive  science, 
but  rather  in  its  more  important  bearings  on  the  practice 
of  the  healing  art.  The  Society's  great  object  was  to  be 
pathology,  and  to  this  the  study  of  morbid  anatomy  was  to 
be  subservient.  The  Members  were  deeply  convinced  that 
without  the  most  careful  attention  to  symptomatology,  and 
the  most  faithful  record  of  the  history,  diagnosis,  and  treat- 
ment in  every  case,  but  little  advantage  would  be  obtained 
by  the  description,  however  minute,  of  morbid  structures  ; 
and  it  was  not  to  be  forgotten,  that  the  purely  descriptive 
part  of  the  science  has  been  already  extensively  cultivated 
at  home  and  abroad.  It  was  in  the  practical  application  of 
the  truths  of  pathology  that  the  Society  felt  there  was  still 
an  hiatus  to  be  filled  up,  and  it  wished  to  assist  in  placing 
the  study  of  morbid  anatomy  on  its  true  basis,  and  showing 
what  it  could,  and  what  it  could  not  effect. 

The  Society  was  of  opinion  that  the  best  mode  of  ful- 
filling these  objects  would  be  the  public  exhibition  of  such 
specimens  of  diseased  structure  as  might  be  met  with  by 
its  members  ; such  exhibition  being  accompanied  by  a clear 
statement  of  the  history,  symptoms,  diagnosis,  and  treat- 
ment in  each  case.  The  description  of  the  specimen 
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and  the  history  of  the  case  were  to  be  recorded,  while 
every  one  present  could  form  his  own  opinion  of  the 
accuracy  of  the  observer,  and  the  nature,  and  pathological 
value  of  the  specimen.  While,  however,  the  Society  has 
kept  these  intentions  steadily  in  view,  it  has  not  refused  to 
receive  specimens  of  morbid  anatomy,  even  though  their 
history  was  imperfect,  or  unknown,  provided  that,  from  their 
rarity,  they  had  a sufficient  interest.  The  number  of  such 
specimens,  however,  has  been  extremely  small. 

For  the  successful  working  of  a Pathological  Society, 
it  was  obviously  requisite  that,  as  far  as  possible,  the  spe~ 
cmens  should  he  exhibited  in  their  recent  state^  and  hence 
it  became  necessary  that  the  meetings  should  take  place 
at  very  short  intervals  : the  Society  has  accordingly  met 
every  week  during  the  session,  with  the  exception  of 
Christmas  week.  Twenty-five  meetings  have  been  held 
from  the  first  of  December  to  the  twenty-fifth  of  May,  a 
greater  number  than  has  ever  been  held  by  any  scientific 
body  in  this  country,  within  the  same  time  ; and  when  the 
Council  reflect  on  the  regularity  of  attendance,  of  the  Mem- 
bers, among  whom  were  many  holding  the  highest  rank  in 
the  Profession,  and  on  the  great  number  of  communications 
made,  they  feel  justified  in  offering  their  congratulations 
to  the  Society  on  the  success  of  this  part  of  the  original 
design. 

In  fulfilling  the  third  regulation  your  Council  found, 
that  it  would  be  necessary  to  employ  a special  reporter, 
and  for  this  purpose  they  engaged  the  services  of  Mr. 
Swift,  a gentleman  accustomed  to  medical  reporting.  The 
proceedings  of  each  meeting  were  by  him  transmitted  in 
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full  to  the  Secretaries,  and  from  the  documents  thus 
furnished  were  prepared  those  abridged  reports  which  have 
appeared  in  the  numbers  of  the  Dublin  Journal  of  Medical 
Science,  for  March,  May,  and  July.  In  order,  however, 
to  insure  the  greatest  amount  of  accuracy,  every  abridged 
report  was  read  by  the  Secretaries  at  successive  meetings 
of  Council,  and  compared  with  the  original  document ; and 
in  all  cases  of  doubt  or  imperfection  in  the  first  or  second 
reports,  the  preparation  of  the  statements  for  publication 
was  left  to  the  respective  authors,  and  again  revised  by  the 
Council. 

In  order  to  fulfil  this  important  duty,  and  to  regulate 
the  general  working  of  the  Society,  your  Council  have 
met  once  a fortnight  during  the  session.  The  reports  of 
twenty  meetings  are  now  published,  and  the  remaining 
five  will  appear  in  the  November  number  of  the  Dublin 
Medical  Journal. 

The  operation  of  the  fifth  regulation  with  reference  to 
the  admission  of  visitors,  has  been  attended  with  the  best 
results.  With  very  few  exceptions  the  admission  tickets 
were  issued  to  students  in  medicine  of  some  standing ; and 
the  regular  attendance  of  a very  large  number  of  these 
gentlemen  is  the  best  evidence  of  the  value  they  attached  to 
the  privilege  thus  afforded.  The  Council  feel  convinced 
that  the  Society,  in  thus  permitting  the  attendance  of 
students  at  its  meetings,  has  materially  increased  the  ad- 
vantages of  the  School  of  Dublin. 

In  a few  instances  tickets  of  admission  were  given  to 
persons  not  of  the  medical  profession  ; your  Council  were 
of  opinion  that  the  presence  of  such  individuals  was,  for 
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many  reasons,  objectionable,  and  they  accordingly  re- 
quested the  members  of  the  Society  to  limit  the  granting 
of  tickets  to  persons  of  the  medical  profession  or  medical 
students  ; a suggestion  which,  they  are  happy  to  say,  has 
been  since  generally  acted  on. 

It  has  been  found  necessary  to  modify  two  of  the  origi- 
nal regulations,  both  relating  to  the  election  of  members. 

In  the  first  place,  your  Council  found  that  considerable 
inconvenience  would  result  from  restricting  the  proposal  of 
new  members  to  two  ordinary  members  and  one  member  of 
Council,  the  inconvenience  arising  from  the  limited  number 
of  members  at  the  commencement  of  the  Society  ; and  ac- 
cordingly, without  at  all  seeking  to  remove  the  privilege  of 
ordinary  members  to  recommend  for  admission,  they  have 
extended  it  to  members  of  Council ; and  the  great  majo- 
rity of  the  elections  have  taken  place  under  this  modified 
rule. 

In  the  second  place,  it  was  found  that  the  rule  which 
restricted  the  admission  of  members  to  those  who  possessed 
a degree  or  license  to  practise  from  some  university  or 
college  of  physicians  or  surgeons,  was  liable  to  the  follow- 
ing objection,  namely,  that  while  some  of  the  members  and 
licentiates  of  the  Apothecaries’  Hall  possessed  degrees  in 
medicine  and  surgery,  others  of  equal  or  superior  standing, 
had  not  obtained  these  qualifications,  and  were  conse- 
quently excluded  from  being  members  of  a society  into 
which  their  juniors  were  admissible.  Under  these  circum- 
stances your  Council,  after  mature  deliberation,  came  to 
the  resolution  of  admitting  members  and  licentiates  of  the 
Apothecaries’  Hall  who  had  no  medical  or  surgical  degrees. 
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on  the  same  footing  as  those  who  had;  and  they  do  not  doubt 
that  the  Society  will  ratify  their  decision,  which,  while  it 
removes  a just  cause  of  complaint,  can  only  operate  in 
extending  the  usefulness  of  the  Society. 

Your  Council  has  considered  the  question  as  to  the 
publication  of  a volume  of  Transactions,  illustrated  by 
plates.  Before,  however,  detailing  the  steps  which  they 
have  taken  for  the  furtherance  of  this  most  desirable  object, 
it  will  be  right  to  give  a catalogue  of  the  communications 
made  to  the  Society. 

The  whole  number  of  communications  amounts  to  199, 
giving  an  average  of  communications,  at  each  day  of 
meeting,  of  which  the  great  majority  had  reference  to  recent 
specimens  of  diseased  structure.

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The  total  number  of  communications  amounts  to  199, 
of  which  136  had  reference  to  recent  specimens ; but,  as  in 
this  calculation,  each  communication,  illustrated  by  a series 
of  specimens^  has  been  considered  merely  as  one,  the  amount 
of  specimens  actually  exhibited  far  exceeds  the  first  men- 
tioned number. 

Your  Council  now  beg  to  direct  your  attention  to  the 
subject  of  the  publication  of  a volume  of  Transactions, 
illustrated,  as  far  as  possible,  with  coloured  plates. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  remark  on  the  great  importance  of 
such  a publication,  and  yet  the  Council  feel  that  they  are 
in  accordance  with  the  general  wish  of  the  Society,  when 
they  state  their  opinion,  that  with  such  a mass  of  valuable 
matter  before  them,  it  would  not  be  desirable  to  bring  out 
a volume  unless  its  execution  and  details  would  be  such  as 
to  reflect  credit  on  the  body  at  large.  Before  recommend- 
ing any  plan  for  liquidating  the  expenses,  which  will  be 
very  considerable,  they  shall  detail  the  steps  which  have 
been  taken  with  respect  to  the  selection  of  communications 
worthy  of  publication. 

The  first  measure  adopted  was  the  organization  of  a 
Committee  of  Publication,  the  duties  of  which  were  to  be 
the  examination  of  the  merits  of  each  communication,  and 
the  reporting  to  Council  on  its  fitness  or  unfitness  for  pub- 
lication. The  reports  of  this  Committee  were  afterwards 
to  be  submitted  to  the  Council  at  large,  and  the  decisions 
confirmed  or  reversed  as  the  Council  might  determine. 

In  addition  to  these  duties,  the  Committee  was  re- 
quested to  prepare  the  general  plan  and  arrangement  of  the 
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volume,  and  to  suggest  the  best  means  of  meeting  the  ex- 
pense of  publication.

The  Council  subjoin  the  Report  of  the  Committee  of 
Publication. 

Your  Committee  beg  to  state  that  they  have  held  several 
meetings,  at  which  they  have  endeavoured  to  fulfil,  as  far  as  pos- 
sible, the  instructions  given  by  the  Council. 

In  determining  on  the  merits  of  the  different  communica- 
tions made  to  the  Society,  your  Committee  have  separated  the 
communications  according  as  they  had  relation  to  the  various 
systems ; and  thus  they  have  examined  the  whole  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  weekly  meetings  of  the  Society.  Each  commu- 
nication was  read  and  balloted  for. 

The  Committee  beg  to  represent  to  the  Council,  that  in 
the  formation  of  the  forthcoming  volume  it  would  be  advisable 
to  separate  the  communications  into  two  great  classes ; in  the 
first  they  would  place  those  which,  from  their  importance,  would 
require  a detailed  statement,  accompanied  by  such  illustrative 
observations  and  references  as  the  authors  might  deem  neces- 
sary ; and  in  the  second,  those  of  which  a simple  statement 
of  the  fact  or  facts  observed  would  be  all  that  would  be  re- 
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quired.  The  volume  would  then  consist  of  two  parts,  the  one 
of  fully  detailed  observations,  the  other  a catalogue  or  short 
statement  of  facts  of  minor  value,  the  registry  of  which,  however, 
would  be  important  in  fulfilling  the  objects  of  the  Society.  With 
this  view  they  have  classified  the  communications  laid  before  them, 
recommending  some  for  full  publication,  others  to  be  inserted 
in  the  catalogue. 

“ They  now  proceed  to  give  a list  of  the  communications  which 
they  conceive  worthy  of  full  publication.

“ In  performing  their  duties  the  Committee  trust  that  they 
have  endeavoured  equally  to  hold  in  view  the  credit  of  the  So- 
ciety and  of  the  Contributors  ; and  they  have  not  recommended  for 
full  publication  any  communication  which  was  not  distinguished 
either  for  the  rarity  of  the  observations  or  their  practical  utility, 
bearing  in  memory  that  all  their  decisions  were  subject  to  the 
final  revision  of  the  Council. 

“ Your  Committee  have  carefully  considered  the  question  as 
to  the  best  form  of  the  proposed  volume,  and  they  are  disposed 
.to  recommend  that  it  should  be  brought  out  in  the  octavo  size, 
accompanied  by  a folio  atlas  of  plates.  The  advantages  which 
this  form  presents  they  conceive  to  be  the  following  : 

“ 1st.  The  greater  convenience  for  reference. 

“ 2nd.  The  lesser  degree  of  expense  in  the  execution  of  the 
work,  and  consequently  the  diminution  of  the  price.  It  is  obvi- 
ously desirable  that  the  work  should  be  published  at  the  lowest 
possible  price,  consistent  with  its  good  execution. 

“ The  Committee  suggest,  that  in  selecting  the  materials  for 
the  volume,  it  would  be  desirable  to  commence  with  those  sys- 
tems in  which  the  communications  have  been  most  numerous  and 
most  valuable.  It  appears  to  them  that  in  the  diseases  of  the 
circulating,  respiratory,  osseous,  and  generative  systems  there 
have  been  a greater  number  of  valuable  contributions  than  in  the 
other  departments,  and  they  would  accordingly  recommend  that 
these  subjects  should  be  first  disposed  of,  and  then  that  the  others 
should  be  taken  in  the  order  of  their  merit,  until  the  volume  at- 
tained such  a size  as  would  be  advisable. 

“ The  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  volume  should  not 
exceed  600  pages  of  letter  press. 

“ With  respect  to  the  means  of  meeting  the  expenses  of  the 
atlas  of  plates,  your  Committee  have  ascertained  that  it  would  be 
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impossible  to  do  so  from  the  existing  funds  of  the  Society.  They 
have,  therefore,  resolved  on  recommending  the  following  plan  to 
the  Council ; 

“ 1st.  That  the  expense  of  the  plates  be  borne  by  the  re- 
spective  authors  of  the  communications  of  which  they  are  illus- 
trative. 

“ 2nd.  That  the  selection  and  execution  of  the  plates  be  sub- 
ject to  the  approbation  of  the  Council. 

“ Your  Committee,  however,  are  not  without  hopes  that  a 
fund  for  the  purpose  of  liquidating  the  expense  of  the  plates 
might  be  raised  by  subscription  of  the  Members  and  the  friends 
of  science  in  general ; and  they  suggest  that  this  fund  may  be 
divided  among  the  contributors  of  plates,  in  such  proportions  as 
the  Council  would  find  advisable. 

“ The  Committee  have  not  yet  entered  into  any  negociation 
with  booksellers  as  to  the  publication  of  the  volume  ; but  should 
the  Council  desire  them  to  continue  their  labours,  they  are  ready, 
as  soon  as  the  probable  size  of  the  volume  can  be  ascertained,  to 
commence  such  inquiries  as  are  necessary  for  this  purpose.

The  Council,  in  conclusion,  beg  to  direct  the  attention 
of  the  Society  and  the  Profession  to  some  of  the  advan- 
tages which  may  be  fairly  expected  to  arise  from  the  con- 
tinued exertions  of  the  Members. 

They  would  mention,  in  the  first  place,  the  preservation 
of  observations  which  may  be  termed  isolated,  of  which  so 
many  are  lost,  from  the  fact  of  the  observer,  at  the  time, 
being  occupied  in  other  pursuits  or  branches  of  inquiry. 
At  the  meetings  of  the  Society,  however,  such  facts  can 
be  recorded  without  trouble.  "^I  hey  will  be  then  always 
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available,  and  may  acquire  additional  value  from  the  accu- 
mulation of  analogous  observations. 

Another  advantage  arising  from  the  registry  is,  that  in 
cases  of  future  investigation,  where  a doubt  might  arise  as  to 
priority  of  discovery,  a reference  to  the  catalogue  of  exhibi- 
tions will  settle  the  question  ; and  with  the  view  of  making 
the  labours  of  the  Society  as  useful  as  possible  to  the  future 
investigator,  the  Council,  in  addition  to  recording  the 
name  of  the  individual  who  has  presented  any  specimen,  as 
well  as  an  accurate  description  of  its  nature,  a duty  in  ac- 
cordance with  your  original  regulations,  have,  in  every 
instance  where  it  was  possible,  stated  in  the  published  re- 
ports the  name  of  the  museum  or  collection  in  which  the 
preparation  was  ultimately  deposited. 

The  Council  need  scarcely  remind  the  Society,  that  one 
of  the  most  important  subjects  of  medical  inquiry  relates  to 
the  prevalence  of  particular  diseases  in  certain  localities. 
Accurate  catalogues  of  the  endemic  diseases  in  various 
parts  of  the  world,  are  still  to  be  desired ; and  they  feel  no 
doubt,  that  from  the  labours  of  the  Pathological  Society  a 
catalogue  of  great  extent  and  accuracy,  having  reference 
to  the  diseases  of  this  country,  will  soon  be  formed.  In 
cases  too  of  the  visitations  of  epidemics,  the  combination  of 
a great  number  of  labourers  in  the  field  of  investigation, 
the  exhibition  of  a great  number  of  specimens,  and  the 
accumulation  and  concentration  of  the  facts  observed, 
where  they  can  be  publicly  examined,  compared,  cor- 
rected, and  registered,  must  be  productive  of  the  best 
results. 
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Finally,  it  has  been  found  that  the  Members  of  the 
Society  have  shown  the  greatest  liberality  in  assisting  one 
another  in  particular  lines  of  investigation.  It  has  occurred 
in  many  instances  where  a Member  had  been  occupied 
in  any  particular  inquiry,  that  illustrative  specimens  oc- 
curring to  other  individuals  have  been  freely  resigned  to 
him ; and  the  Council  notice  this  point  as  strongly  indica- 
tive of  the  utility  of  the  Society,  and  of  the  good  feeling 
which  has  animated  its  members,  and  which  they  trust  will 
long  continue  to  exist. 

To  the  senior  Members  of  the  Profession,  who,  by  their 
countenance  and  labours,  have  done  so  much  for  the  inte- 
rests of  the  Society,  the  Council  beg  to  express  the  deep- 
est sense  of  the  advantages  received  from  their  invaluable 
services,  and  they  know  that  in  this  they  are  only  expres- 
sing the  unanimous  feeling  of  the  Society. 
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
